Tux China Garette states thet the Governor of 
Maceo bad ordered the gunboat Diz to proceed 
Shanghai to protect the  Portugvese 
community there, and that she left Macro on the 
17h vlto, Onr Shenghal ‘contemporary has 
evidently marvellous sources of Information | So 
far as we can ascertain, the Dix has not been 
despatched to Shanghai, nor was {t ever 
contemplated to send her there “to protect the 
Portuguese community " of that port. 


Our Shanghal contemporary the Mercury hears 
that the steamer Wiaon hax been sold to the 
Chinese and re-named the Cian, and Is under 
orders to convey troovs from Chinklang to 
Formosa, During the Franco-Chivese “ war of 
reprisals” ten years ago the WAaon, commanded 
by Capt, Carrozsi, with Me Sit Min Cook as 
representative of Governor Lu! Wing-chuan, wat 
employed running between Amoy and Formoss, 
There is an interesting history attached to the’ 
Whaon's experlences then which we mey tell 
one day: : 


THusg the MV. C Daly News of the 29th ulio:— 
“Tt is confidently reported by the Chinesé that 
the Chinese Northern Army, now under the 
command of Gereral Yeb, aifed by a large con. 
tngent of northera Koreans, who are volunteer-

secular enemies, hss rolled back the Japanese 
with considerable loss to Kaicb@ng, a clty on 
the main road some forty miles north of Seoul, 
The Chinese Generals are confitent that they 
will ceptore this eltv immedlately, sod they 
believe that Seoul will then be at thelr mercy. 
There ts so much focal colour In the. detalls 
given of the fighting. that we withhold them 
antil they are more fully confirmed." 


‘At the Magletracy this morniag before Com- 
mander.Hastings, Captain Raymond, late of the 
steamablp Kwong. mo, was charged'with Itbelling 
Mr. Kaw Hong Take, tho alleged Ilbet belng 
contalned In a letter written to Mr. Malcamvo of 
Amoy. Mr. C.D. Wilkinson appeared for the 
complaloant axid Mr. Hastogs for the defence.
